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MAINE CROPS EXPECTED 10 _ 
“BE LARGER THAN IN 1985 


report released today by the Maine 
and the United States Departments 
of Agriculture. The acreage plant- 
ed to potatoes in Mane for 1936 is 
estimated at 156,000 acres compared: 


Aroostook County rains interfered 
with planting and the crop on July 
1 was quite backward. Because of 
high prices a considerable quan- 
tity of low quaiity seed was used 
in planting the crop. Conditions 
prevailing on July 1 indjcate a pro- 
duction of 39,780,000 bushels com- 
pared with 38,880,000 bushels har- 
vested. in 1935. The five year aver- 
age production (1928-1932) was 
44,078,000. bushels, 

There has been a decrease In the 
acreage planted to potatoes in all 
sections of New England except 
Rhode. Island due to scarcity of 
seed and unfavorably wet weather 
in Northern New England, The out- 
‘look on July 1 forecast a produc- 
‘tion of 49,373,000 bushels of pota- 
toes in New England this year, 
compared with 47,276,000 harvested 
in 1935 and 51,586,000 bushels the 
five year average 1928-1932, In moat 
‘parts of New England conditions 
during May and June were moder- 
ately favorable to the potato. crop. 

Corr, acreage planted in Maine at 
12,000 acres was the same as that 
planted in 1935. The acreage of oats 
and barley remains unchanged with 
oats acreage totaling 113,000 acres. 
Wheat acreage was reduced 30% in 
1936, The total production of oats 
ia estimated at 4,181,000 bushels 
compared with 4,068,000 bushels 
harvested last year. The acreage of 
tame hay remains the same as last 
Season. Weather conditions have 
been favorable to the hay croy and 
production fs expected to total 876,- 
000 tons compared with 846,000 
tons harvested last year, and 890,- 
000 tons the five year average pro- 
duction 1928-1982 Pasture condi-
